MEXICAN MORGENTHAU 
TO CONFER ON SILVER 


Eduardo Saurez Seeks U. S. 
Views in Face of Price 
Collapse. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—(4)— 
Mexico's finanee minister, Eduardo 
Saurez, came to Washington today in 
quest of an understanding on treasury 
silver policy in the face of the re- 
cent collapse of prices and markets 
for that metal. 

Representing the world’s largest 
| producer of newly mined silver, he 
| will confer in the next few days with 
Secretary Morgenthau, who, for the 
United States, is the world’s greatest 
large-scale buyer of silver.

lief proper. 

The size of the relief appropriation 
is expected to provide a measuring 
rod for the depth to which the gov- 
ernment will go into “the red” in the 
next fiscal year. Mr. Roosevelt has

Patman’s declaration of a willing- 
ness to compromise served to empha- 
size mention by democratic chieftains 
in congress of a “possibility” that 
some form of bonus bill might win 
administration acceptance.

In discussing both issues yesterday, 
Councilman White said he still con- 
sidered the mosque a wonderful buy if 
council and bondholders could reach 
an agreement to make the building pay 
for itself through rentals.

In his talk with council members 
in behalf of further renovation and ad- 
ditions to the city auditorium, Mr.

“The old Atlanta spirit seems to be 
returning and people are getting to- 
gether to build a real auditorium for 
Atlanta, Now that the mosque pur- 
chase is to be nullified, why not adopt 
the architectural plans _ originally 
drawn for our rebuilt auditorium? 

“The big argument the promoters 
of the mosque purchase made was that 
the surroundings of the old auditorium 
are bad. And the citizens’ committee 
presented a picture in the newspapers 
of what could be accomplished by buy- 
ing the triangular lot in front of the 
auditorium which runs up to Ivy 
street. Now wouldn’t’that make a 
wonderful civic center by the city ac- 
quiring this triangle lot? Just vis- 
ualize a view from the Hurt building 
across this beautiful park, looking into 
a beautiful Stone mountain granite 
front auditorium.” 

Mr. Hayes also advocated additional 
showrooms and convention halls, with 
a heated parking space in the base- 
ment, with the city financing the addi- 
tions as it is able. 


BRONO'S LIFE PLEA 
NN DOUBT: COURT QUIT 


N. J. Pardon Body Adjourns 
Temporarily Without Rul- 
ing in Hauptmann Case. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 30.—(UP) 
The New Jersey court of pardons left 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann uncertain- 
ly between life and death today when 
it discussed his case for two hours and 
adjourned until some vague tomorrow 
without acting on his plea for clem- 
ency. 

_Governor Harold G. Hoffman, pre- 
siding member of the court of eight, 
said his colleagues had entrusted to 
him the setting of a date for another 
meeting at which it will be decided 
whether there is any saving factor in 
the Lindburgh crime that would jus- 
tify commutation of Hauptmann’s 
death sentence to imprisonment. He 
has not selected that date, he added. 


Court Trades Jests. 


Hoffman and other members of the 
court traded jests in the statehouse 
corridor as the meeting broke up, but 
there was a feeling that Hauptmann’s 
chances never were blacker. For one 
thing. Hoffman said he not only doubt- 
ed whether he had the power to re- 
prieve for 90 days, but was “not in- 
clined to do it under present circum- 
stances. 

‘That means that the calendar wili 
flip only 15 more times before it reg- 
istefs “January 14”—the day when 
Hauptmann’s head probably will he 
shaved and he will be led into a 
square room with cream-colored walls 
up the corridor from ‘the deathhouse.

” Hoffman, who frequently has held 


out hope for Hauptmann, talked a dif- 
ferent language today. 

“In this particular case,” he said, 
“if the man is completely guilty he 
is entitled to no mercy on the. basis 
of anything I can see. 

“Members of the court of pardons 
undoubtedly will be influenced by 
their opinion of guilt. or innocence. 
I imagine they will very properly con- 
sider whether or not the interests of 
society will best be served by imme- 
diate execution,” 

“Did you ask Hauptmann to con- 
fess when you visited him in the 
deathhouse in October?” Hoffman 
was asked. 

“No Specific Reason.” 

“IT won't discuss that,” he replied. 

“Why did the court of pardons 
fail to fix a definite date for passing 
on Hauptmann’s plea?” 

“There was no specific reason for 
it. It may have been so that we can 
keep it within control, so there will 
be as little ballyhoo as possible.” 

Whatever decision the pardons 
court came to, it acted on adequate 
advice. Colonel Mark O. Kimberling, 
principal keeper of state prison, and 
Assistant Attorney-General Theodore 
Backes conferred with the court. 

Presumably, they were instrumen- 
tal in deciding that the court will not 
go to the prison to hear Hauptmann 
plead his case personally. For weeks 


Hoffman has urged-his colleagues to 
hear Hauptmann’s story from his 
own lips, and yesterday most members 
of the court favored that procedure. 

Hoffman said Mrs. Anna Haupt- 
mann would not be allowed to appear 
before the pardons court. Dr. J. F. 
Condon, chief witness against Haupt- 
mann, has not asked to appear and 
in any event probably will not be 
allowed to do so.

“Beauty amid devastation!” exclaimed the artist, 
Sunday morning, as he viewed the havoc wrought 
Saturday night and early Sunday by rain that crys- 
tallized into ice wherever it touched, weighting trees 
and wires which smashed and crashed. as a cruel 
north wind swept the metropolitan area of Atlanta.

REPORTS OF ATTACK 
ARE UNCONFIRMED 

ADDIS ABABA, Dec. 30.—(UP) 
Reports from the north of an Ethi- 
opian pincer attack against the Ital- 
jlans could not be confirmed tonight 
with military officials here. If true, 
the attack is believed designed to har- 
ass the Italians and force them to 
retreat, as the emperor still plans to 
refrain from a mass conflict in which 
his troops would risk decisive defeat 
under Italy’s superior armaments. 


WIDESPREAD REVOLT 
REPORTED IN ETHIOPIA 

DJIBOUTI, Dec. 30.— (UP) — 
Widespread rioting and revolt against 
Emperor Haile Selassie was reported 
tonight in the central Ethiopian prov- 
ince of Gojjam following reports the 
King of Kings poisoned a rival for 
the throne to get rid of him. 

Private advices from Addis Ababa 
said it was reported without confirma- 
tion there that the people had risen 
against Haile Selassie as a result of 
the mysterious death of Ras Hailu, 
former powerful ruler of Gojjam, who 
had been in prison for four years. 

Ethiogian officials insisted the ru- 
mor was “Italian -propaganda.” Addis 
Ababa advices said the report of Goj- 
jam’s uprising spread “like wildfire” 
through the country. 

Revolt in Gojjam might affect seri- 
ously the Ethiopian military cam- 
paign. The province lies northwest 
of the capital and directly south of 
Lake Tana. 

By drawing loyal troops south to 
suppress the disturbance, the revolters 
would weaken Ethiopia’s resistance of 
the Italians on the northern front 
just as it was beginning to be really 
effective. 

Europeans leaving Ethiopia said 
that concentrations of anti-government 
demonstrators in Gojjam became so 
menacing that last Thursday the gov- 
ernment sent a plane to the district 
loaded with hand grenades. The re- 
sult was not reported. 

The rioting thus far cannot be 
cla as a revolution, it was said, 
but it was feared the disaffection 
would spread to Wollo province, to 
the east, whose capital is Dessye. The 
emperer now is at Dessye command- 
ing northern military activities. 

When the regent Ras Tafari—now 
Emperor Haile Selassie—went to 
Europe 12 years ago he took Hailu 
with him because he feared to trust 
him at home. Nine years ago when 
Ras Gugsa revolted, Hailu was clap- 
ped into prison for alleged complicity. 

Officials at Addis Ababa did not 
regard the rioting as a menace to the 
throne, but as an embarrassment to 
the military campaign. '

Flatly Denied by Alfred E. Smith 


Former New York. Governor Accuses 
“Falsity” ; First Lady Declares She Received 
“Nice Note” Declining Bid. ~~

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—(#)—AIl- 
fred E. Smith bluntly leveled an ac- 
cusation of falsity at a purported 
White House spokesman today, precip- 
itating a tempest involving both him- 
self and Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

In a bristling birthday statement, 
the former New York governor char- 
acterized as “false” a purported as- 
sertion of an anonymous White House 
spokesman that he had been invited 
frequently to the presidential home, 
but that he had always declined. 

His words came as an outgrowth to 
an invitation extended by Mrs. Roose- 
velt asking him to. be the President’s

Births in Atlanta during 1935 held 
an edge over deaths for the same pe- 
riod, | John P. Kennedy, chief of 
the city health department, reported 
yesterday, in spite of the fact that 
homicides, suicides, automobile acci- 
dents and natural causes brought a 
total of 4,329 deaths. 

The year 1935 saw 161 persons die 
from homicidal acts in Atlanta, 39 
from suicides and 121 from automo- 
bile accidents, according to the state- 
ment, with 1934 showing a recard of 
178 homicides, 39 suicides and 110 
auto accident deaths. 

These figures include persons who 
were injured outside the city and died 
after being brought here for treatment. 
The same applies to persons who died 
in the city from natural causes. 

Heart disease led the list in natural 
deaths, with pneumonia, cerebral af- 
flictions, Bright’s disease, cancer and 
tuberculosis following in the order 
named. 

Dr. Kennedy declared that Atlanta 
received credit for approximately 600 
deaths this year from patients who 
were brought into the city already 
suffering from injury or disease.

Pointing 
to the “rise of dictatorships in other 
lands,” he said some social controls 
are inevitable but that this “does not 
necessarily mean that they must take 
the form of dictatorship” in America, 


Democratic Tradition. 


“Social controls in a. society whose 
roots are so deep in democratic soil 
ean be used in such a manner as to 
be brought into line with the demo- 
eratic traditions of the past, provided 
the economists are sufficiently flexible 
and ingenious in their approach to 
the - problem,” the agricultural secre- 
tary said in a speech to the Farm 
Economics Association. 

He poked fun at the “classical 
Manchesterian type of economics 
(which pictures the economic system 
as an automatic, self-compensating 
mechanism which will work well by 
means of the free play of individual 


forces—if government or others do not - 


interfere with it). 

In the real world, he said, “so 
many things happen” which are “de- 
cidedly painful and shocking” to the 
classical economist. His “theoretical 
universe” is “continually being upset 
because the individual economie units 
do not have the free choice which his 


system envisions.” 
Stimulate Agriculture. 

He suggested that economists “stim- 
ulate agriculture, labor and industry 
to work together to bring about an 
increased balanced production. of 
goods at proper prices.” 

Wallace raised the question wheth- 
er parity, the standard used in AAA 
crop adjustment programs, will serve 
satisfactorily as a permanent thing. 
Parity, in general, means a price for 
farm products which represents the 
Same purchasing power. for the farm- 
er as in 1909-1914. 

While the standard is useful in an 
emergency, he said, difficulties can 
arise as time goes on because of chang- 
ing demand and costs of production. 

For example, he said that this past 
year “it appeared that the parity price 
for hogs could be maintained only by 
furnishing the domestic consumer 
about 60 per cent as much pork as he 
has been in the habit of eating.” 

Parity Price Plan.

Dave Johnston’s Men 
Open Season With La- 
nier in Macon. 
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Threat of Rain Boosts 
Indians’ Hopes, But 
S. M. U. Likes Mud.

-PASADENA, Cal., Dec. 30.—(4)— 
Southern Methodist and Stanford 
football players kept a weather eye 
on the skies today. There was threat 
of rain in the air for their intersec- 
tional grid clash at the Rose Bowl 
New Year's Day. 


While meteorologists were not pre- 
pared to say what would happen on: 
January 1, they forecast rain for to- 
night or tomorrow and unsettled con- 
ditions the next day. 

Possibility of a soggy field and, in 
the California parlance, “slight pre- 
cipitation,” had a tendency to throw 
the whole Rose Bow! tournament game 
setup into a slight turmoil. 

There was considerable conjecture 
as to how a slow field and “liquid 
sunshine” would affect the two teams, 
and even more consternation among 
ticket scalpers who had hoped to clean 
up on the ducat market tomorrow and 
Wednesday. 

General opinion prevailed that Stan- 
ford, with its ponderous line and a 
team of 11 pounds to the man heavier 
than the Mustangs, would gain the 
advantage in case of rain—since 
Coach Matty Bell’s team depends on 
passes and  fast-breaking running 
plays. 

On the other hand, the invading 
Texans thoroughly demonstrated this 
season, especially in their game with 
Texas A. & M. that they could throw 
passes in the rain and that Bobby 
Wilson, star halfback, also could run 
on a slow, slippery field.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 30.—(4)— 
A carnival atmosphere gripped New 
Orleans today as one Sugar Bowl 
football team moved in and the other 
put on finishing touches for the New 
Year’s Day classic at its home camp 
in Baton Rouge. 

Texas Christian University’s pow- 
erful Horned Frogs, led by “Slingin’ 
Sammy” Baugh, rolled into the Cres- 
cent City this morning and worked the 
traveling kinks out of their limbs dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

The L. S. U. Tigers went through 
their paces on their home field and 
will not depart for New Orleans until 
Wednesday morning, arriving a few 
hours before game time. 

The Frogs were jubilant upon find- 
ing clear, crisp weather and ex- 
pressed hope that the battleground 
would be firm and dry for the fray. 

Already several hundred fans from 
Texas and, other states were here. 

CAPACITY CROWD. 

Officials of the midwinter sports 
association, which is sponsoring the 
game, said the stadium would be jam- 
med to capacity, with every ticket 
sold. A crowd of at least 35,000 was 
expected. 

Betting commissioners were offering 
5-6 and take your choice, while wager- 
ing among individuals was on an even 
basis with money plentiful on both 
sides. 

Ticket scalpers were active, but as 
yet were not receiving exorbitant 
prices for their prized tickets. Some 
sales of $3.50 tickets for twice their 
cost were reported. 

L. B. “Dutch” Meyer, T. C. U. 
coach, said the hopes of his team for 
victory over the Tiger lay in cold 
weather, and that “all I hope ig it 
doesn’t rain.”

Subsidization of college athletes was 
condemned today by a committee of 
the National Student Federation in 
convention here. 

The committee, declaring “recogniz- 
ing the evil will not correct it,” defeat- 
ed a motion by George Neblett, of .the 
‘University of Mississippi, which 
reads: 

“Whereas there is subsidization, we 
move to sponsor a movement to make 
that subsidization open (legal.)”’ 

The vote was 14 to 11. 

The University of Mississippi is a 
member of the Southeastern Confer- 
ence, which recently voted approval 
'of scholarships. for outstanding ath- 
_letes. 

The action all but. eliminated the 
possibility of athletic subsidization 
reaching the floor of a general session 
of the student congress which. ad- 
journs tomorrow. The resolutions com- 


It is possible, however, for it pre- 
sented in a motion from the floor. 

| The vote reversed the position tak- 
‘en by a conference of the student 
federation in Boston last year. At 
that time the conference went on rec- 
ord urging “that payment of athletes 
should be brought out into the open in 
the form of athletic scholarships.” 

In offering his motion Neblett said, 
“It is not to approve of paying ath- 
‘letes for their services. It is merely to 
give us an opportunity to be honest 
|with ourselves. 
| “We know that athletes of almost 
every college and university in the 
‘country are receiving financial or oth- 
ler support. They are professionals. 
| Why not admit it and bring it into 
ithe open.” 

The vote came after the students 
heard Dr. F. C. Allen, director of 
athletie at the University of Kansas, 
declare: 

“TI have little patience with the plan 
of paying college athletes for their 
athletic competition. It is thinkable 
to me that it might be possible to have 
athletic scholarships as well as any 
other special scholarships—coaching 
and physical education are profes- 
sions.”

TORRANCE STARS. 

Closely approaching Cunningham’s 
effort was that of “Baby” Jack ‘lor- 
rance, former Louisiana State weight 
star, who tossed the 16-pound shot 54 
feet 1 1-4 inches for a new southern 
mark. Torrance’s distance was 3 feet 
short of his world’s record heave of 
7 Xeet 1 inch made at Oslo, Norway 
in 1934. 

The 440-yard run furnished one of 
the two form upsets of the afternoon.
